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OFFICIAL VIEW 


OF THE GREEK 


RETIREMENT 
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WASHINGTON, District of Colum- 
bia, Oct. 1—Relative to the opera- 
tions of the Greek army in Asia 
Minor, the Royal Legation of Greece 
issues the following statement: 

“After the defeat of the Turks at 
Kutahia on July 4, and at Eski-Shohr 
on July 18, the Greek army occupied 
the Baghdad railway line from Eski- 
Shohr to Afivn Karahissar, so neces- 
sary for the occupation of western 
Asia Minor, th y depriving the en- 
emy of the most important railway 
network which constitutes the ene- 
my’s most powerful means of re- 
sistance. 

“After the occupation of this line 
the Greek army undertook to consoli- 
date and secure the line which was 
considered sufficient to carry out the 
objective of the war against Mustapha 

> * Kemal Pasha, leader of the Turkish 
Nationalists. With this in view, it de- 
2 cided to pursue the enemy and push 
him back as much as possible in an 
easterly direction, and then return to 
the position considered proper to hold 
permanently. This objective has been 
repeatedly declared before the oper- 
ation started, in order to avoid the 
false news which is published today 
concerning the alleged compulsory re- 

treat of the army. 


An Advance Under Difficulties 


“The new easterly operation was 
undertaken: with great valor and car- 
ried out despite difficulties considered 
by other armies as insurmountable 
After marching through a desert 
and inhospitable territory the Greek 
army reached the Geouk and Karanz! 
rivers, 90 kilometers from its base 
of supply. 

“There it engaged in a btttle last- 
ing 15 days, the victorious battle of 
the Sangarios, where the enemy was 
dislodged from his naturally strong 
positions which for five months he 
had carefully fortified, and where he 
had concentrated all his forces 

_ brought from the Caucasus, Sicilian 
and Black Sea fronts, which left these 
fronts without protection. The for- 
eign military and war correspondents 
who followed the Greek army closely 
after having observed these opera- 

3 tions, expressed their admiration for 

~ this battle, saying that, later on, 
when the whole campaign of August 
will be impartially judged, it will un- 
doubtedly be considered as one of the 
most brilliant military— accomplish- 
ments. ; 
“After the Sangarios battle, consid- 
ering it unnecessary to advance fur- 
ther in the interior, the Greek army, 
according to the adopted and pre- 

; scribed plan, decided to return to its 

: position for permanent establishment. 

Thus it crossed the Sangarios river 

keeping in continuous touch with the 
enemy on a narrow front of 30 kilo- 
meters and carried out this most dif- 
ficult and delicate operation without 
being annoyed by the enemy, and in 
absolute order and calm, not even 
abandoning the least war material 
across the river. The success of such 

U a terribly difficult operation of thus 

crossing the river under the eyes of 
the enemy, is sufficient to prove his 
entire inability to assume any serious 
operation on account of his many con- 
secutive defeats.

Vaceinstion 
Is Denounced 


BOSTON, Massachusetts, Oct. 5.— 
An immeasurable amount of indis- 
putable evidence of permanent and 
tangible injury caused by vaccination 
was pointed out in an address in Bos- 
ton by Dr. F. P. Millard of Toronto, 
Ont., as the most conspicuous result 
of his many years of research in 
special fields of osteopathy. The ad- 
dress was given before a joint meet- 
ing of the Medical Liberty League, the 
Massachusetts Osteopathic Society 
and the Boston Osteopathic Society. 

Dr. Millard, who has been recogniz- 
ed as a leading authority in his spe- 
cial line of activity, was emphatic in 
liis denunciation of vaccination, de- 
claring that under no circumstances 
would he or his family ever submit to 
it. Dr. Millard has traced the effects 
of vaccination, including the injection 
cf practically every kind of serum and 
vaccine, far beyond anything hereto- 
fore attempted, say those who know 
of his efforts, and the further he went 
the more outstanding were the rea- 
sons not only for the repeal of com- 
pulsory vaccination laws, but for pro- 
testing against the use of any vaccine 
or serum under any excuse whatso- 
ever. He said that the medical world 
had gone mad in its spreading of the 
serum doctrine, and that the publie 
was being victimized by many un- 
scrupulous physicians who were able 
to get large fees through the charm 
produced by a seemingly great and 
mysterious skill in the performance 
ef vaccination. 

Dr. Millard pointed out that every 
time there was a general vaccination 
the work of the physicians was great- 
ly increased by the demands made up- 
on them because of the after-effects of 
vaccination. In the Toronto campaign 
of vaccination two years ago, he con- 
tinued, there were more fatalities 
from vaccination than from smallpox, 
and one coroner testified that he knew 
of a number of sudden fatalities from 
the effects of serum.

summoned meetings and discussed the 
best means of turning the trend of the 
League in this direction. And now 
other progressive bodies, with more 
general reform are following 
suit. 

Foremost among these is the Inter- 
national Geneva Conference, just 
ended, of a large number of societies 
in various countries, for social reform 
and moral progress, convoked under 
the auspices of the League for the 
Defense of Humanity and the In- 
ternational Institute for the Diffusion 
of Social Experience. The four-days’ 
meeting dealt exclusively with League 
problems. 

The agenda contained not a few 
topics of considerable importance, and 
the resolutions moved by the speakers 
and rapporteurs were adopted unani- 
mously. It was decided to strive for 
a true world parliament of the na- 
tions as against the present assembly 
of delegates of governments; for all- 
round compulsory powers for the 
forthcoming International Court of 
Justice; for the unconditional admis- 
sion of every coyntry desirous of join- 
ing the League; for plebiscites if 
desired by oppressed nationalities 
with a view to their right to dispose of 
their own fate; fo rthe abolition of all 
national armies and their replace- 
ment by an international police force 
of the League. 

The conference strongly denounced 
the employment of colonial troops in 
wars waged in Europe, and indorsed 
the “open door” policy for commerce 
throughout the world. It opposed the 
importation of alcohol int othe col- 
onies and any attempt at militarizing 
the mandatory terirtories. One reso- 
lution emphasized the need of man- 
datory powers looking, in the first 
place, after the interests of the na- 
tives rather than their own. 

The meeting approved of Dr. 
Broda’s sugestion to try to form a 
“party of humanity” aiming syste- 
matically at the realization of the de- 
siderata of progressive humanity, a 
sort of universal society for social 
reform and a true “League spirit” 
along the lines indicated by the reso- 
lutions conference. 

The conference resolved that a 
weekly press organ for newspapey 
editors is to be isseud, from October 
in English, French and German, for 
spreading broadcast the formation 
and fundamentals of the proposed 
party of humanity.

It was rumored in poli- 
tical circles that although the post of 
solicitor-general does not carry ful! 
cabinet rank, that the new appointee 
will be made a privy councillor. This 
would give him a seat at the head of 
the table.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
AMENDS ARTICLE 16 


GENEVA, Oct. 5.—Great Britain 
and France must pay the largest pro- 
portion of the expenses of operating 
the League of Nations, and it was 
found when the committee 
with determining the share each coun- 
try should pay, reported to the as- 
sembly of the League today. Each 
must pay 9.2 per cent., while China, 
Italy, India and Japan were placed in 
the second category and were called 
upon to pay 6.65 per cent. In the third 
category were placed Argentina, 
Spain, Brazil, Roumania, Jugo-Slavia 
and Czechio-Slovakia, whose individ- 
ual shares were fixed at 3.58 per cent. 
The scale was graduated downward to

Greece has been especially active 
in her effort to bring about an amend- 
ment of Article 16 of the covenant 
of the League, so that no state can in- 
itiate a blockade on its own account 
without previous notification from the 
council of the League that the block- 
ade of a covenant -breaker is in order. 

The text of Article 16 of the Leag-

E covenant as amended unanimous- 
by the assembly today reads: 


The New Article 

“Should any member of the league 
resort to war in disregard of its cove- 
nants under Articles 12, 13 or 15, it 
shall ipso facto be deemed to have 
committed an act of war against all 
or other members of the league, which 
hereby undertake immediately to sub- 
ject it to the severance of all trade 
or financial relations, the prohibition 
of all intercourse between persons re- 
siding in their territory and persons 
residing in the territory of the coven 
ant-breaking state, and the preven- 
tion of all financial, commercial or 
personal intercourse between persons 
residing in the territory of the cove- 
enant breaking state and the territory 
of any other state, whether a member 
of the League or not.

Over 400 to Acre 


Herbert Jennings, secretary to the 
committee, compresses into an ap- 
pendix much tabulated information on 
the condition of affairs in London. In 
parts of the capital there are over 72 
self-contained dwellings to the acre 
which probably means at least 500 
people, and there are some 300,000 
persons housed in the proportion of 
over 400 to the acre. The committec 
suggests that over 500,000 of London’s 
inhabitants ought to be removed to 
the less congested areas outside, but 
this is not feasible till there exist 
houses for them, and some of the su- 
burban districts especially on the 
eastern side, are more crowded than 
the central areas themselves.

pare a plan for the reconstruction of

Common to almost all provincial 
towns in Great Britain, and to Lon 
don, is the characteirstic pointed out 
by the committee that they have 
grown “in a haphazard manner, with 
no conspicuous aim on the part of 
their builders.” In America and Can 
ada, it is stated, town planning is 
more fully appreciated and carried 
out. The committee calls particular 
ettention to the practice of “zoning” 
adopted in 15 large cities of the 
United States, including New York. 
whereby a town is divided into dis 
tricts and restrictions are placed on 
the amount of land to be occupied by 
buildings in each zone. 

The committee adds that “where 
zoning has been adopted, after careful 
of public opinion, no 
compensation has been paid, and no 
complaints have been made public. It 
has, in fact, been found that values 
have been stabilized instead of being 
disturbed by the process.” 


Tripartite Pact 
Pacific Solution 


HONOLULU, Hawaii, Oct. 5.—Mak- 
ing here his first official statement on 
the subject since leaving England, the 
Right Hon. W. F. Massey, Premier 
of New Zealand, who passed through 
Honolwu recently on his way home 
after attending the all-British pre- 
miers’ conference at London, declared 


that a tripartite agreement as_ be- 
tween Great Britain, the United 


States and Japan would be the best 
arrangement possible at this time, and 
that if this result could be attained at 
the Washington conference on limita- 
tion of armaments, the Pacific prob- 
lem would be solved for some time 
and a great step toward lasting peace 
taken. 

Premier Massey is in his tenth year 
as New Zealand’s premier. With re- 
gard to the Anglo-Japanese alliance, 
he said that he considered the pres- 
ent condition to be the best in the 
interests of the peace of the world. 


“T regret that the suggestion for a} 


conference on Pacific problems was 
not accepted,” he said, “because it 
would have given Australia and New 


Zealand an opportunity to express 
their opinion first hand. Australia 


and New Zealand are more interested 
in the Pacific than any other nations 
of the world. 

“T regard the imperial conference 
which has just concluded its sittings 
as being far and away the most im. 
portant gathering of representatives 
from the different parts of the British 
empire that has yet been held. 

“A great deal of the work has beea 
essentially the work which is usually 
dealt with by a cabinet rather than 
by a conference. Apart from matters 
connected with the war, which were 
considered when the imperial war,

SYDNEY, N. S. W., Oct. 5—At the 
inaugural dinner of the Fellows and 
Associates of the New South Wales 
branch of the Royal Colonial Institute 
a cable message was read from the 
parent body of the institute offering 
hearty greetings and best wishes. The 


new branch has 525 members and?

Maj. J. R. Boose represented the Eng- 
lish headquarters at the dinner. 

The president said that the British 
Fmpire had no written constitution, 
but was based upon a foundation of 
peace, freedom, justice and truth. 
Great Britain had not treated the 
South Africans as a conquered people, 
but as equals and allies, and had made 
South Africa one of a community of 
nations. That was the finest thing 
which had been done by the British 
empire for a hundred years. Recently 
the Premier of South Africa had been 
a trusted mediator for Ireland. 

Touching on the relations of the 
great dominions of the Empire, Lord 
Forster, the governor-general, said 
that the British Empire was a free 
association of free people, with free- 
dom to map out their own lives, to do 
in their own lands what seemed to 
them good, with liberty when the oc- 
casion arose to go to the aid of the 
Empire and mother country. 

“Take Canada, for instance, which, 
like Australia, is a land of wide spaces 
and in need of population. Why does 
not Canada wipe away her borders 
and become part of the United 
States?” he asked. “Because if she 
does she becomes part of the great 
American people, ceases to be Canada 
and ceases to be British. She would 
then no longer have the right to come 
to the aid of the mother country at a 
time of her own choosing when that 
| mother country was in peril. During 
the war South Africa had a golden 
opportunity of establishing herself as 
a free republic by severing the bond 
that bound her to the Empire. She 
did not do it. Why? Because she had 
found freedom as a member of the

Empire which she had learned to 
trust. She did not do it because she 
knew that as long 


Empire lasted her freedom was secure 
and that under the British Crown it 
was complete. 

“As to Australia, is there any coun- 
try in any portion of the world where 
the people enjoy a greater measure of 
freedom-than they do in the Commoyy | 
wealth? And I ask you, sur a 
terminate your partnership, Where 
can you find a greater freedom with 
an equal measure of safety? The 
Empire has been through troublous 
times in recent years an dhas emerged 
from them victorious because of the 
splendid courage of the people who 
compose it.

Treasure of Courts 


From time itmmemorial the Japan- 
ese had known of the value of the} 
otter, but their own coast provided 
enough for their wants, and they con- 
servatively kept the knowledge to 
themselves. Not until the Hudson’s 
Bay Company began to search the 
coasts of British Columbia and Ore- 
gon did the skins become the treasure 
of the courts of all the civilized world.

From 1741 until tHe practical 
extermination of the animal, in 1845, 
at least 10,000 hunters sought the ot- 
ter. Their early abundance became a 
legend. When the Pribilof Islands 
discovered, 5,000 skins were 
taken there the first season.

Intensely wary 
and suspicious, it shuns the land save 
when it is driven ashore by violent 
storms, and so marvellous are its 
senses of smell and hearing that it 
will venture upon no beach where 
there are footprints or where a fire 
has been kindled within four miles to 
the windward. When the natives go 
out to islands to hunt they often live 
eight weeks in the dead of winter!

When the natives were given rifles, 
the sea otter’s fate was sealed, for the 
noise of the surf and the distance 
from which the hunter could aim 
made it easy to kill them whenever 
a head showed in the waves. Then it 
was only a question of waiting till 
the body was washed ashore. Long 
ago the natives caught them with 
nets of sinew spread on the kelp beds, 
for the otter would die of fright when 
cauht, instead of knawing out, as the 
seal does. They become so desperate 
when chased that the natives say 
they sometimes jam themselves into 
crevices of the rocks beneath the 
never to rise.

He will have to sell more land 
and make productive the hundreds, if 
not thousands, of acres of land that 
are now merely ornamental, The 
Duke of Portland, one of the wealth- 
iest of the Dukes, said not long ago 
that in a relatively few years the 
present owners of big landed estates 
would have to sell and move into bun- 
galows. The troubles have touched 
Royalty, for it was announced in the 
House of Commons that in order to 
pay off debts incurred because of the 
increased cost of living, King George 
asked permission to sell some of his 
property.

When Austria Was 


Ready To Quit 


One of the most sensational letters 
to be made public during the course 
of the war was undoubtedly that ad- 
dressed to “My dear Sixte,” Prince de 
Bourbon, by the Emperor Charles of 
Austria. The Prince was a_ loyal 
Frenchman, but happened to be the 
brother of the Empress Zita of Aus- 
tria. He and Charles were on excel- 
lent terms, and, when Austria con- 
cluded that it might be possible with. 
draw from the war, it was to Sixte 
that the Emperor appealed to begin 
the negotiations. .The correspondence 
between them and chronicles of the 
personal interviews of representatives 
of Austria and those of the Allies 
have been published in book form by 
Constable, London. One who reads 
them is likely to come to the con- 
clusion that the war might have ended 
many months before it did had real 
statesmen been conducting the ne- 
gotiations. Prince Sixte frankly puts 
the blame for continuing the struggle 
upon Ribot of France, Sonnino of Italy 
and Czernin of Austria. He has the 
warmest praise for Poincare and 
Lloyd George and says that had their 
broad grasp and reasonable spirit 
been shared by the others, Autsria 
would have been easily detached from 
Germany a year and a half before the 
end came.

~ Drincs.Sixte had a meeting with 
Emperor Charles, special envoy in 
Switzerland, and subsequently paid 
two visits to his brother-in-law in 
Vienna, where he discussed the situ- 
ation with him and with Czernin, the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister. 
Though Charles has never been repre- 
sented as a man of great will power, 
it seems that in the early negotiations 
he had his own way and was not in- 
fluenced by his minister. Returning 
to France, the Prince carried with 
him the famous.letter which was to be 
shown to the President of France, the 
Premier and the Prime Minister of 
England. In this letter Austria agreed 
to the restoration of Alsace-Lorraine, 
to the evacuation and restoration of 
Belgium, and to provide Serbia with 
an outlet to the sea. Of course, the 
Emperor could not force the Kaiser to 
accept these conditions, but if the 
Kaiser did not, he agreed that Austria 
would cease fighting. 


Italy Blocks the Way 


These terms were agreeable to both 
the French and British representa- 
tives, but the letter failed to mention 
the claims which Italy was pressing 
regarding the Irredento. On this ae- 
count it was agreed that the letter 
should not be communicated to Italy, 
but that an effort should be made to 
induce her to join in what would ap- 
pear to be separate pourparlers for 
peace. Sonnino, however, refused, and 
when at a later date the Emperor's 
letter was shown to him, he did all 
that he could to prevent its accept- 
ance, and with considerable success. 
Ribot never had complete faith in the 
Austrian offer, and it was he who in 
the end spoiled all efforts for a sep- 


Lloyd George as being too voilent, 
and the British Prime Minister refer- | 
red to him ironically as “that honest 
gentleman.” The claims he put for- 
ward in behalf of Italy were excessive, 
but his imperious manner seemed to} 
completely overawe Ribot. Czernin | 
was a vaccilating blunderer, who end | 
ed by playing the part of lackey to} 
the pan-Germanists, and, in the view | 
of Prince Sixte, behaving like an im- 
becile. A review of the historic cor- 
respondence should mitigate whatever | 
feelings of hostility still remain 
among the Allies toward the former 
Emperor of Austria. 


Men Who Scout For 
The Baseball Stars: 


One of the several unique features 
about professional baseball as com- 
pared with any other sport is the fact 
that it provides a number of men 
with handsome salaries in order that 
they may spend their time searching 
for major league talent in the smaller 
organizations. English soccer, which 
sucecssfully compete with base- 
in the matter of public interest, | 
surpass it by far in the size of 
crowds that attend the games, 
has no corps of scouts. Horse racing 
has none; neither has boxing nor ten- 
nis, nor rowing, nor hockey, nor any 
other sport that can be named. A 
first-class scout is always as valuable 
to a team as a first-class manager, 
more useful than any player, even a 
Ruth. So many qualities are neces- 
sary for the making of a big league 
star that a man who can recognize 
them in embryo is more entitled to the 
name genius than the man who can 
look at a foal and tell if it is likely 
to win a Derby, for the man who

upon which to base his opinion. 


A Chance for All 


Some time ago Haywood Broun, 
spoke of the fine organization that 
baseball had built up in order to make 
certain that no unusual talent would 
be overlooked. We suppose it is not 
too much to say that it is an absolute 
impossibility for a baseball player 
to have the necessary qualifications 
and not have the opportunity for dis- 
playing them in the big leagues. On 
the contrary, it is quite possible for 
a lawyer to have all the necessary 
qualifications and never have the op 
portunity of appearing in a famous 
case; for a doctor to be finely equip- 
ped and never earn a thousand-dollar 
fee, and for a newspaper editor to 
understand perfectly how the country 
ought to be governed and never be- 
come Prime Minister, But basebali 
scouts are combing the bushes for 
talent. They are not content to take 
the judgment of managers who, as 2 
rule, are only too glad to send the 
word of a promising player to a 
major league. They travel over the 
country, and as awriter in the 
Philadelphia Ledger says, “ride on 
buckboards through miles of Texas 
mud, miss train connections at water 
tanks in one-a-day railroads, sweat- 
their souls out in Waco and freeze to

The Second Offer 


In the spring of the following 
year negotiations were renewed, this 
time by Count Armand, who present- 
ed to Count Revertera an offer made 
by Ribot and Lloyd George, which 
probably had the sanction of Sonnins.

His ‘report was adverse, and, there- 
fore, it is upon him that the doom 
which eventually overwhelmed Aus- 
tria may be blamed. 


The Three Culprits 


It will be seen that the decision 
which would have ended the war 
rested once with Sonnino, once with 
Ribot and once with Czernin, and that 
each of them refused to act. Ribots’ 
attitude is described as one of re- 
ticense and evasion because his great 
intellect, accompanied by no warmth 
ef heart, was ill-supported by his in- 
decision and feeble judgement. He 
held office for six months, which the 
Prince describes as among the most 
disastrous in the long history of

He recommended 
him to the manager of the team, 
but the manager, knowing that the 
Cleveland team had first option on 
all players of the Portland team, 
said that if Bancroft had been any | 
good he would have been snapped 
up. But the scout persisted, even 
after the manager of the Portland 
team had told him that Bancroft 
would never be more than a second- 
rater, and had recommended another 
shortstop in the Pacific Coast League.

No more pleasing subject of a book 
could be than the Prince of 
Wales, and one which is called “an 
authentic biography” has been writ- 
ten by G. Ivy Sanders.

These sell for $6.50 and cost $1.25. In 
a letter to Col. Simmons Capt. Henry 
P. Fry, who had served as “kleagle,” 
as the chieftain of a district lodge is 
called, said: “I further decline any 
longer to keep secret any part of 
your scheme to establish in America 
an invisible empire, fraudulent in its 
ecnceptions, vicious in its nature, poli 


Oc} tical in its objects and subject to the 


will of a self-constituted emperor who 
seeks to exploit the American people 
for its own personal aggrandizement.” 

Originally the Klan was established 
to protect the Southern whites against 
the excesses of the newly enfranchis- 


}ed negroes, The original purpoes was 


achieved, and then the Klan degen- 
erated into an outlaw organization 
which terrorized whites and blacks 
alike and became the machinery for 
satisfying the grudges of its direc 
tors. Eventually it came into conflict 
with the government and was dis- 
solved. A short time ago it was re- 
vived by Col. Simmons, though how 
Col. Simmons got himself appointed 
as chief of the order nobody appears 
to know. In several states it has be- 
come active as a sort of moral cen- 
sor, punishing persons whom the law 
cannot touch but whom the Cyan con- 
siders are not good citizens. The chief 
objection taken to it is that the Klan 
is an organization for the purpose of 
“defending” the State against Jews, 
Roman Catholics and negroes. Its 
literature contains bitter attacks up- 
on these. It circulates fraudulent doc- 
uments, and whole-heartedly supports 
every effort to counteract the influ- 
ence of Jews in the United States. It 
boasts that it is for 100 per cent. Am-

posed it is likely to wither swiftly. 
Certainly there is no room for it in

Present Situation As 
Regards Can. Militia 


, An intense period of strain or ef- 
fort is bound to be followed by a re- 
action, and consequently the present 
attitude of many Canadians towards 
military training is one of apathy, if 
not of active dislike. There is a wide 
tendency to shut out from the vision 
responsibilities which aceompany Can- 
ada’s increasing national importance 
—a general desire to accept the com- 
froting delusion that disagreement 
between Canada and another nation, 
involving anything beyond a board of 
arbitration, has been rendered impos- 
sible, and that consequently the less 
the manhood of the country knows 
about self defence—and the more its 
attention is confined to the pursuit of 
the almighty dollar—the better. 

History it is said is an education, It 
is, but the principles it teaches are 
forever being forgotten. Nations will 
rise and fall, disagreements will oc- 
cur, until the millenium or the end of 
man, As centuries go by we see the 
same mistakes committed, the same 
deluded hopes—for the people, re- 
maining unchanged, have been unable 
to avoid them. History is an “eter- 
nal starting over again—a _ re-com- 
mencing.” 

As long as individuality exists in 
the human being there will be differ- 
ences of opinion; and while physical 
energy remains in us there will be oc- 
casions when such differences ean 
only be settled by force. 

Where the majority of a male popu- 
life undergoing military training, 
there is the manifest danger of an 
aggressive military spirit becoming a 
national characteristic, with the result 
that cause for quarrel may be discov- 
ered where none actually exists. Such, 
training had for many years been the 
German policy, and war was its na- 
tural outcome. 

The last thing that Canada as a 
nation desires, is war. There is every- 
where an intense desire that we as a 
people should be allowed to work out 
our destiny, in co-operation with our 
neighbors, and develop the great na- 
tural heritage won for us by our fore- 


fathers. Militarism is therefore ab- 
sent from our national policy—we 
envy no one—all we desire is non- 


interference, thought to insure this it 
is our responsibility to maintain a 
military organization, obviously only 
for national defence, but of sufficient

strength to demonstrate, if need be, 
our determination to maintain this 
country against aggression. 

And so comes up the argumentative 
problem of how we can best develop 
and maintain an efficient organization 
for national defence without at the 
national aggressiveness which natur- 
ally is associated with a country hav- 
ing a large proportion of the popula- 
tion continuously under arms. 

It would seem initially that Canado 
has the right basic idea—a small per- 
manent instructional force of ali 
arms, with a proportionately large 
volunteer militia, the training of the 
latter, though restricted to a short 
period, being sufficient to maintain a 
defensive organization. 

There is no possibility of militar- 
istic views becoming prevalent if but 
two per cent. of the population are or- 
ganized to train along military lines, 
and of this small total ninety-eight 
per cent. are essentally occupied in 
civil affairs, and voluntarily give some 
two weeks only out of the year to 
training in national defence. The 
widest stretch of the imagination can 
hardly interpret here a possible ten- 
dency toward aggression. 

It must be admitted, therefore, that 
the general principles of our national 
scheme of defence are essentially de- 
fensive—embodying a comparatively 
small volunteer foree—this only to be 
called out in case of a national emer- 
gency, and a very small permanent 
instructional force of all arms—cap- 
able, however, of giving the very best 
instruction to the units of the voi- 
unteer forces during their short per- 
iod of annual training. No one in 
touch with the present militia situ- 
ation in this country, however, will 
admit that we are being granted the 
means to put this policy into effect. 

Take the militia forces as a whole— 
discouraged initially by the consider- 
able personal expenses which are in- 
curred by everyone who joins the ac- 
tive militia, and which, under present 
errangements, are not accepted as 
government responsibility — units 
eramped in many ¢. as to quarters, 
and but partially provided with equip- 
ment. In spite of these handicaps, if 
a unit succeeds in its organization— 
then, insufficient funds are granted to 
provide annually for the payment and 
instruction of the troops over even a 
restricted period of two weeks. 

Take the permanent force of our 
active militia, and on the degree of 
proficiency attained by this personne! 
depends to a very large extent the 
general efficiency of our system of 
national defénce. We find the units 
of the permanent force so reduced and 
restricted in numbers that, as an ex- 
ample—A Battery, R.C.A., is unable 
to turn out more than one section of 
the three it is called on to man in 
accordance with its proper establish- 
ment. How can the officers and the 
N.C.0O’s of our future militia be 
taught even elementary battery tac- 
ties without the means of our instruc- 
tional schools to give practical demon- 
strations of the principles taught in 
our text books? 

Let us have a very small perma- 
nent foree—the idea is essentially 
sound, but give it the means to main- 
tain its efficiency as an instructional 
body. Restrict our Militia to two per 
cent, of the population and its training 
to two weeks annually—as a peace- 
loving nation this is but a sign of good 
faith—but don’t let us delude our- 
selves that this force is fit t@ take the 
field in an emergency, unless we en- 
courage it to develop into an efficient 
organization with the different 
branches of the service properly 
equipped and soundly trained for their. 
responsibilities in the uahappy event 
of war. 

We protect our homes against bur- 
glary by insurance—why not protect 
our country by paying sufficient prem 
ium to maintain a defensive organiz- 
ation? 

We are not doing that thing—our 
total expenditure for defence last year 
was not as much per capita as the 
average man spends on the occasion 
of taking his girl to the movies. Is| 
that right? If you agree that it isn’t 
start something.
